PROTECT OUR LABORERS. 


In passing resolutions of sympathy 
with the laboring men of the country, 
and declaring they strould be protect- 
ed from the “unjust competition of 
cheap fereign labor,” the Republicans |? 
of Maine did an act characteristic .of 
the party at large, and in keeping 
with its history since its birth. The 
party had its origin in efforts to raise 
the condition of the laborer from oue 
of serfdom, and secure to him the 
proceeds of his labor. Its policy did 
all that party could do to attain the 
objects desired and sought, and our 
nativesons and those who have come 
from abroad to share our domain and 
particip:.te in our progress, have ap- 
preciated the service by sustaining 
the party, while enjoying the benefits 
it attained. But now comes a day of 
trial. The fields of labor are full, 
and immigration is precipitating 
a surplus that must from the necessity 
of the case be brought in competition 
with our own people, and capital man- 

_ ifests a deposition to avail itself of the 
new comers in resisting the demands 
for advanced rates by old employes. 
The condition of labor in the Fast is 
paralleled by our own situation—the 
workingman’s bread and that for his 
family is endangered Ly hordes of 
cheaper laborers, and the alternative is 
forced upon the country to save the 
one by shutting off the other. The 
labor situation should be discussed by 
the press and the people at once, that 
it may be considered in the now open- 
ing campaign, and early action taken 
towards the inauguration of such 
measures as will lead to ultimate relief 
if it shall be found that relief by leg- 
islation can be effected. 


And now we are informed that a 
further effort is being made to cheat 
the gallows out of its allotted work 
in the removal of our national nuis- 
ance, the irrepressible Guiteau. It 
would be interesting to have laid bare 
the means by which this discredible 
intent is kept alive. This doubly con- 
victed, condemned and sentenced crim-

DISCRIMINATION. 


To know bow futiy: fally the commerce 
and travel of the country is under the 
control of the great railroad monopoly, 
which is now virtually but one organi- 
zation, read the following from the 
New York Tribune: 


“The Pacific 
mono of a large sha 
freight business between 
and the Pacific Coast, as they avoid 
the competition of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company by subsidizing it 
for maintaining rates. Their only 
rivals are — yo ships that travel by 
About three years 
ago the — roads advanced their 
tariff rates to an exorbitant figure. 
Those firms who to ship no 
whatever around Cape Horn re- 
ceived special rates under contracts 
which ran for one year at a time, 
Perishable goods, or those wanted for 
prompt delivery, are sent by rail 
across the continent. Heavy 8 
and those that are not needed quickly 
go by clipper lines. The railroads, by 
their action, forced large d 
dealers to use the rail route for the 
shipment of all lines of articles. 
“A similar policy has just been 
adopted by the overland roads against 
the hardware and manufactured iron 
trade. There are half a dozen heavy 
firms who have refused to contract for 
the exclusive shipment of f reight over- 
land. The principal ones are Baker & 
Hamilton, M. C. Hawley & Co., Carolan 
& Co. and Holbrook, Merrill & Stetson, 
of San Francisco, and Thompson, De 
Hart & Co., of Portland, Or. This 
trade furnishes about one-third of the 
total tonnage of the clipper lines to 
San Francisco. On May 24th the 
California Fast Freight line, which 
controls the through land shipments, 
— tariff rates on hardware and 
ron goods of all kinds from $89.60 a 
ton to $134.40. The contract price, to 
obtain which shippers must bind them- 
selves to ship entirely by rail for a 
year, is left at $56 a ton. Great indig- 
nation is expressed by the hardware 
trade at this advance in rates. The 
members declare it is intended to 
coerce them into accepting contracts 
with the overland line, and they assert 
that they will pay exorbitant rates on 
the goods they are obliged to ship by 
rail rather than put themselves in the 
power of the railroads. They fear 
that if they accept the terms of the 
roads the 4 4 lines will be so badly 
crippled by the loss of business that 
the roads will he able to advance con- 
tract rates.” 


‘This attempt to control the business 
of the country causes much comment 
and much bitterness of feeling. And 
there appears no remedy for it. The 
railroad interest is so powerful that all 
attempts to control it through legis- 
lative or judicial methods fail, and the 
people are compelled to accept the 
situation, unsatisfactory as it is, and 
store up their wrath until a day of 
reckoning in the future—some day 
when the people shall learn to defend 
and protect themselves.

LAGUNA CANYON. 


Our Correspondent has been J injoy- 
ing Life at the Sea Side. 


The Party—The Canyon Described—Tw u and 
Sideboard Rocks—The Giant—Tfi 
_Mevil's Leumtry—Side Crabs. 


We are home again from that para- 
party consisted of the well-::nown 
naturalist, Prof. 1 C. Hull, judge 
Trunnel, Capt. John Brown an! Mr. 
Frank West, a rising young lewyer, 
whose volleys of wit kept us con ulsed 
with laughter.

tion, being a perfect marvel of luxuriant 
beauty. It is a little colony, separated 
from the rest of the world by picturesque 
mountains, covered with pretty trees 
and shrubbery and fantastically shaped 
rocks, amongst and over which Mutter 
warbling birds and matronly quails, fol- 
lowed by their numerous fazulies. 
Looking away up the mountains we 
cvuld see the cattle browsing, ani had 


they not moved one might think him- 
self looking at some grand paintiig by 
the old masters, for they seemed to be 
pasted against the almost perpendicular 
ascent. In the valley below gur led a 
inttle stream, fed by numerous crystal 
springs, watering the crops, which, not- 
withstanding the dry season, were 1aostly 
in a thrifty condition. They have a 
nice littie school, presided over Ly Mr. 

Smith, who gives general satisfaction. 

Neat little white-washed houses are 
scattered here and there, surrounded by 
pretty flower gardens, enclosel by 
picket feuces, each wearing a decidedly 
howelike appearance. The lirgest 
uouse there is owned by George Rodgers 
Esq., who has been building 1ecent- 
ly, and will now have rooms to let to 
those in quest of health. We reveled 
in beautitul scenery as we slowly wound 
down the canon to the seaside, often 
coming to points in the road were it 
seemed to be necessary to climb a noun- 
tain in order to proceed, which proved 
a delusion. We passed the Twin 
Rocks, between which a good sized 
tree had sprung up and was in a hrifty 
condition, though from whence it de- 
rives its sustenance is a mystery. Side- 
board Rock is a very good imitation of 
that article of furniture. The G ant is 
composed of rocks so arranged as to 
represent a person in a sitting pc sture. 

Along the beach the scenery is even 
more impressive than this. Our little 
party climbed perilous cliffs, where 
looking downward would cause a shud- 
der of horror. We visited Steanboat 
Rock, where the tide rushes under the 
rocky cliff through a fissure, and ashes 
back again with terrible force, giving a 
puff precisely like a steam engine, 

which throws the white spray many yards 
above our heads, falling upon the iron- 
streaked rocks around, and int) the 
seething water below. Nep une’s 
Blacksmith Shop, which may be entered 
(if caution be used) at very low tide, is 
u cave where may be seen an im nense 
boulder shaped like an anvil. The god 
Neptune is said to sharpen his t ident 
here. This theory is adduced froma 
peculiar noise 2 from the cave 
during high tide, which is pre bably 
caused by the action of the water on the 
loose rocks. 

The Devil's contains some 
gigantic washtubs, into which we dared 
not trust ourselves lest we should get 
washed over the brim and away to 'the 
great unknown.”’ 

Mermaid Rock may be observed at 
low tide, where sits one of the god:lesses 
of the sea, in rather an undignifle 1 atti- 
tude. A person of a lively imogina- 
tion, coupled withthe undulation of the 
waves, might see a movement of the 
huge stone arm and hand, holding a 
very mis-shapen comb, with which she 
is said to comb the long yellow sea- 
weed, which answers for her hair 

Monstrous seals, or sealions, enter- 
tain us by wallowing over Seal Rock, 
| bawling like cows. Prof. Hall informed 

us that these creatures are very fond of 
trichiurus. We are indebted to this 
geutleman for valuable information con- 
cerning crustace—sidecrabs in purtieu- 
lar. One of this family demonstrated a 
tuct, quite to our dissatisfaction. We 
had divested ourselves of our foot- 
gear, as in days of our youth, and had 
begun to muse on the beauties around, 
when we discovered what the Professor 
j alte: ward told us was a side-crab, his feet 
firmly fixed in a crevice. For a mo- 
ment we admired his pretty green coat, 
when it occurred to us that we would 
like to see it walk. We steppedto the 
side of it so that it might have ample 
room to move forward. Then picking 
up a piece of bone which we carried, we 
gave it a prod in the back. Instead of 
moving forward it dashed sidewise, and 
as itis their nature when molested to 
hide under some object, this frightful 
thing chose our small (?) pedalian tri- 
umphs as a place of refuge. We were 
standing with our back toward a rock 
ubout two feet in hight, when it shot to- 
ward us, and we did not reach the other 
side by turning and walking around it. 
We immediately donned our shoes and 
overtook the party, determined to be 
sa isfied with our limited knowledge of 
natural history.
